Through tho generosity of mem­ 
bers of the Arendtsville, Biglerville 
and Benders Lutheran 
churches, 
a 
five-ton truck load of nrovir.ions was 
contributed to tho Loysville Orphan’s 
Home for use this winter. 
The pro­ 
visions were taken to Loysville, this 
morning, on a largo motor truck sent 
particularly for the purpose. 
Flour, apples, 
canned and 
dried 
fruits, laundry 
soap 
and household 
provisions of almost every kind con­ 
stituted the load which 
taxed 
the 
capacity of the motor truck. 
Ten 
barrels of flour had been donated by 
the 
three 
upoer-end congregations. 
Fifteen barrels of apples and a like 
quantity of potatoes constituted the 
chief items on tho load. 
Rev. S. F. Tholan, pastor of the 
Biglerville and 
Benders 
Lutheran 
charges, 
estimated 
that 
the 
monetary value of the contributions 
of the former congregation amounted 
to approximately $65, and that the do­ 
nations of the 
latter 
congregation 
totalled about $20. 
The Biglerville 
Lutheran charge contributed four bar­ 
rels of flour, 13 barrels of Apples, 18 
quarts of canned fruits, IO bushels of 
potatoes and other fruits and garden 
vegetables in smaller quantities. 
One and one-half barrels of flour, 
four bushels of potatoes, a peck of 
shellbarks, were among the principal 
items donated by members of Benders 
Lutheran congregation.

Hoffman Orphanage Woods Endanger 
id by Flames, Unshocked Corn Out 
side Barn Caustd Blaze to Spread. 


Peculiar circumstances surround the 
origin of the fire which broke out in a 
shock of com fodder standing along 
side the bani on the farm of J. 
A. 
Collins, Mt. Joy township, about 5 o’­ 
clock, Monday evening, destroying the 
barn, chicken 
house, hog pen, gran­ 
ary, and other out buildings, entail­ 
ing a loss estimated at $1,000. Mr. 
Collins carried $350 insurance on the 
bam, but nothing on its contents or 
the other buildings. 
Mr. Collins and his grandson were 
in the barn doing the evening chores 
aud were leaving the building when 
they discovered the blaze in the com 
fodder, resting 
against the 
wooden 
frame work of the barn which had al­ 
ready caught Are. 
Together they endeavored to extin­ 
guish the flames, but were unsuccess­ 
ful, the blaze having been fanned by a 
high wind. Instead they directed their 
efforts to saving the livestock, farm ­ 
ing implements and grain in the bam 
and adjacent buildings. 
Unshocked Corn Lost 
Two horses were released from the 
burning barn and a quantity of un­ 
shelled corn 
was removed from 
the 
granary 
before the 
flames reached 
that structure. 
Most of the farming 
implements were also removed to safe­ 
ty before the flames reached them . 
Mr. Collins estimates that IOO bushels 
of corn which stood 
in shocks about 
the barn was lost in the fire. This un­ 
shocked corn fodder was also respon­ 
sible for the flames spreading 
from 
the barn to the granary, it is said. 
Recently Mr. Collins sold a quantity 
of his wheat crop, but between 40 and 
HO bushels was destroyed through the 
fire. 
The barn stood 
within 20 feet of 
woods belonging to the Hoffman Or­ 
phanage. 
Had the wind been blowing 
in the opposite direction, it is said, the 
dry underbrush 
would have set 
the 
woods on fire. 
One tree which stood 
nearest the barn caught fire from the 
flames, and was cut down by the fire 
fighters. 
Mr. Collins is unable to account for 
the origin of the fire. One theory ad­ 
vanced 
is that 
a lighted cigar or 
cigarette end was thrown into the 
corn fodder by some 
person passing 
the bam which stands along a public 
road.
